THE ISSUES,

Ep -RepusLioas :—In o#dér to hear the
jssaes o1 ihe day ably and thoroughly
discassed by that Democratic statesman,
B. W. Hanca, we attended e great
Pemocratic mass'meeting beld at Plym-
outh on the 28th ult. “We cannot attempt

‘tor describe the enthusiasm of the aadi-
Fénce that partly filled the court toom, for

the specch was =0 entertaining that the
enthusiadmr-escaped our "notice ; but will
content ourselves -with a recapitulation ol
the political issues as presented to the
citizens of 'tbis county by the Democratic
candidate for Attorney Genéral.

In Lis introductory remarks thet gentle-
man said :  “[ propose to discuss the
issues that are before the people of Indi.
ana, and*o grve a reason for my bolitleal
faith.” Carefully noting them as they
were preseated, we obtalued the follow-
ing as issues :

Firast—Thoe cause of the Rebellion.

Sceond--The'destraction of the Con-
stitution.

Third—The recent legislation of Con-
gress to guard the ballot box, and punis
illegal voters. ’

Fowrth—The payment of the National
debt.

Fifth—The cconumy of the present
admuistration,

Sizth—The tariff.

Seventh—The donstion of the public
lands.

Indiscussing the first issue, he claimed
that the Republican party caused the war
by not accepting the compromises offered
by tle 'Démocrats of the South--that Re-
publicans told fhe South to secede, and
when it did, they (Republicans) made
war apon it and thereby caused the
slanghter of thousands of human beings—
and that'no Demt eratic statesman or pa-
per in the North favored seccssion,

The destruction of the Constitution,
he claimed, was accomplished by three
am2pdments to it, which completely

changed the characterof thdt heretofore
glorious ipstrumert, and which made
white men sthap to the level of Negroes
and Chinamen.

His comments vpon the (Lird isssue
were langhable. Ie said :

“We have a large number of Negroes
in'the southern part of this State, and if
I, by chance, should step on their large
feet, whnch geoerally spread all around
the body, and tlrus ‘hind#r them from get-
ting 10 the polls on election day, 1 would
be subjected to a fine of $500 or imprison-
ment for one year, probab'y both.”

He made a pitiful cry about having to
rctain Negro tenants if they did nat vote
to snit him, and about baving to slecp
with them al taverns.

These issues are forever passed. The
Rebellion, the leaders of which were sl
Democrits, was ernshed by a Republican
Administrat’on, with an srmy principally
Republican commanded Lo generals who
are now Republicans,

Our great Repnblig wwes its present
prosperity to the Republican party. Ifit
had accepred the monevercive pohey of
northern Democrats, we won'd today, be
groping among the ruins of a fallen Re-
public,

It pow stands peerless among all other
printed or wrillen matter, except the B
ble, and is the bright:zuiding star of the
govermment that furnishes a bome with
equal social and political rights 10 the op-
pressed of-every clime Notwithstanding
the Democratic cry of burdensome tax-
ation and Republican tyranny, the hearts
and hopes of the poor and down-trodden
of all other countries turn to the Aweri-
ican Republie.

We were surprised that the leamed
Hanna should class these guestions that
bave been laid afide, as issues now hefore
the people, but will pass tothe fourth,
the payment of tre national debt, and the
most moportant of all. e objected to all

the provisions of the adminisimation by |

which it is now so rapidly paying the
debt, and advocated the theory of issuing
§300, 000, 060 per year in greenbacks
which should be applied to the payment
of the debt untill it was paid.

ITe disputed the econemy of the admin-
istration, and to proye bus point, referred
1o . the difference in the prices of dry
goods and groceries now and ten years
rzo. We wonder if The thought that
even the Democracy would consider that
an argument agaiest econemy on the part
of the admini-tration. Ile, no doubt,
misjudged the intelicet of Marsho!l coun-
tyv.

He opposed the tariff for protection,
and the donation of public lands to rail-
roads. As the Republican party is divi
ded in sentiment upon these guestions,
aixl the Democracy is not a unit in its
opinion of them, they are ndk really isswes
that divide these iwo parties. The only
true iseue that the gentleman referred (o
is the payment of the national debt,

His preposition in which we recogn'ze
the policy the Dcmocrats prepose 1o
adopt if they come into power, demands
the prompt vonsideration of the legal vo-
ters of the union.

His policy of paying the national in
debtedness with greepbacks is rlply
paying the face of a note by giving an-
other note. The government bonds are
notes drawing ioterest from date, while
greenbacks are potes that draw no interest.

Two evils would attend the exchanging
of the latier for the former.

Tle one would be a fluctuating curren-
cy, the otber a ruised pational credit.

The former, alibongh a great evil,
would not be as dangerous to the Re-
public as the latier.

What nation or what tyrant has ever act-
od so? Shall this graast and wealthy Re-
publ.c, the pride of Americans and the
hope of ke world, resort to mesns of
paying her debts that cven (he most bar-
barous nations haye not ihought of?
T thivk I hear every honest man say no.
That is a policy wel! fitted for the advo-
cacy of men who rejoiced at rebel victo-
ries, who mourned over the success of
union armies. who refused to vote for an-
other man to fill up the thinned ranks of
the Republic’s defendets, or avother dol-

[ oughly overtiaul (bings and tell us what

lar 10 feed and clothe the pation’s pat-
riotic sons. But honest men—men who
stood by the government during the time
of its darkest hour—men ‘who have the
fature weifure of our Tiepublic at bLeart,
detest such a policy.
